Hospitals 

Staines  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is  used  for  certain 
of  the  infectious  diseases  from  the  Staines  Urban 
District  alone. 

74  cases  were  admitted  and  spent  a  total  of  1270 
days  in  Hospital,  an  a^'erage  of  a  little  over  17  days 
each. 

Staines  Hospital  and  Ashford  County  Hospital  are 
being  increasingly  used  by  the  District. 


Nursing  in  the  Homes 

District  Nurses  are  being  provided  by  the  various 
Wards  for  General  Nursing  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  for  Maternity  work. 

These  Nurses  continue  to  do  invaluable  work  in  the 
District  and  there  are  few  homes  where  their  presence 
has  not,  at  some  time  or  the  other,  been  eagerly 
welcomed. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water 

The  principal  water  supply  to  the  Area  is  from  the 
South  West  Suburban  Water  Company,  but  part  of 
Laleham  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company,  and  part  of  the  Colnbrook  Area  by  the 
Borough  of  Slough  Water  Company. 

Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of 
the  raw  water  and  of  the  water  going  into  supply,  and  I 
am  informed  that  an  average  of  70  bacteriological 
examinations  are  made  annually,  and  that  these  have  all 
been  satisfactory.  In  addition  check  samples  are  taken 
by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  and  these  also  were 
satisfactory. 
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The  waters  have  no  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no 
action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  contamination. 
All  dwelling  houses  have  a  supply  from  the  public  mains 
direct  to  the  house  with  the  exception  of  a  very  few 
houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Area,  which  have  stand¬ 
pipes  or  pumped  supplies.  Check  samples  are  taken  of 
the  pumped  supplies. 


Drainage  &  Sewage 

Sewage  is  disposed  of  at  the  West  Middlesex 
Drainage  Area  works  at  Mogden. 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  houses  drained  to 
cesspools  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  a  great  many  cases 
there  are  sewers  provided. 

This  is  an  unsatisfactory  method  of  drainage  and 
gives  rise  to  considerable  nuisances,  but  in  the  absence 
of  dehnite  powers  to  compel  owners  to  connect  to  the 
sewer  where  this  is  available,  little  progress  can  be  made, 
unless  the  owner  is  co-operative. 


Public  Cleansing 

Domestic  refuse  is  now  collected  weekly,  and  this  is 
an  improvement  over  the  fortnightly  collection  which 
obtained  during  the  War. 

The  refuse  tip  in  Short  Lane  has  given  rise  to  some 
nuisance  during  the  year,  but  this  will  be  abated  when 
the  tip  is  finished  and  arrangements  made  for  disposal 
of  household  refuse  elsewhere. 


Rivers  &  Streams 

Pollution  of  the  River  Thames  and  the  main  streams 
feeding  the  River  is  dealt  with  by  the  Thames  Con¬ 
servancy  Board. 

Action  was  taken  to  deal  with  minor  pollution  of 
other  streams  on  two  occasions. 
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Camping  Sites 

Licensing  of  Camping  Sites  is  carried  out  under 
the  Middlesex  County  Council  Act,  1944,  Section  345. 

Five  applications  for  the  use  of  land  for  occupation 
by  moveable  dwellings  were  received  during  the  year. 

Four  were  granted  and  one  refused. 

The  Council's  Camping  Site  at  Laleham  Park  was 
well  patronised  during  the  summer  months. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  is  not  a  serious 
problem  in  this  Area,  but  there  are  three  factory  stacks 
which  give  rise  to  smoke  and  grit  nuisance  and 
representations  were  made  to  the  firms  concerned  on 
several  occasions  vchen  prolonged  emission  of  smoke  was 
observed. 


Temporary  Provision  of  Insulin 

During  the  year  free  supplies  of  Insulin  were  given 
to  a  number  of  people  suffering  from  Diabetes,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2734.

It  is,  I  think,  satisfactory. 

Of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  one  had  been 
immunised. 


Tuberculosis 

Forty  one  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  four 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Eleven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  one  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  died 
during  the  year. 


Scabies  and  Lice  Infestation 

Very  few  cases  were  seen  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  response  to  Immunisation  has  been  good.  1,112 
children  in  all  having  been  treated,  of  these  851  were 
successfully  immunised,  588  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
263  between  5  and  15  years. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  one  received  reinforcing 
doses  as  a  precautionary  measure.

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

Inspection  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  is  carried  out 
by  a  veterinary  officer  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

The  following  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  pasteurised 
and  28  samples  were  taken  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
pasteurising  process.  24  samples  satisfied  the  phosphatese 
test  and  4  failed.  The  samples  failing  were  from  one 
supplier  who  undertook  improvements  and  subsequent 
samples  were  satisfactory. 


Ungraded  Milk. 

6  samples  were  taken.  3  samples  satisfied  the 
methylene  blue  test  and  3  failed. 

3  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination.  All  were  reported  free  from  tubercle 
bacilli. 
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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations 

Particular  aiiention  was  given  and  frequent  in¬ 
spections  made  of  the  conditions  under  which  ice-cream 
was  manufactured  and  retailed.  51  samples  of  ice-cream 
were  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  test  and  graded 
as  follows : — 

Grade  1  Grade  2  Grade  3  Grade  4 
13  16  18  4 

The  grades  are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  the  methylene  blue  test  is  an  indication 
of  the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of  the  ice-cream. 
Grades  1  and  2  are  considered  satisfactory  and  a  good 
manufacturer  normally  has  no  difficulty  in  reaching  this 
standard. 

Infectious  Diseases 

65  visits  were  made  to  houses  where  infectious 
diseases  occurred  and  35  houses  were  disinfected. 

Rodent  Control 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Staines,  Hayes 
&  Harlington  and  Yiewsley  &  West  Drayton  Joint 
Rodent  Committee  during  1947. 

Floods 

The  serious  flooding  which  occurred  in  the  Thames 
Valley  during  March,  1947,  affected  some  1,200  houses 
causing  considerable  hardship,  and  emergency  relief 
measures  were  undertaken  by  all  sections  of  the  Councibs 
staff. 

In  addition  to  houses  actually  flooded,  many  roads 
were  under  water  and  sewers  were  affected,  and  although 
residents  experienced  much  discomfort  there  was  no  real 
danger  to  public  health  since  crude  sewage  was  so 
diluted  by  flood  water  as  to  be  relatively  harmless. 

Building  Licensing 

The  Public  Health  Department  issued  certificates 
to  acquire  materials  in  short  supply  for  essential  repairs, 
and  during  the  period  this  scheme  was  in  operation  988 
certificates  were  issued.  At  the  request  of  the  Council’s 
Licensing  Department  217  properties  were  inspected  on 
applications  for  building  licences. 
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
